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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification fails to provide 
support for the subject matter added to claims 1 and 1 1 involving the formation of the 
protrusions with respect to the brew chamber upper wall. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what structural arrangement is being described by "radiate diagonally 
outward from a diameter of the circular-shaped upper wall". There is no clear reference 
point on the upper wall established which would allow one to know from where on the 
wall and from what direction the protrusions radiate. 
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It is unclear what structural arrangement is being described by "any of the rows 
and columns that pass through the diameter of the circular-shaped upper wall have a 
protrusion positioned on the diameter of the circular-shaped upper wall". Again there is 
no established reference point on the upper wall by the use of the term "diameter". It is 
not clear if the "protrusions" recited in this phrase are the same as the others or 
additional protrusions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 01/15582 (Kraan) in view of Beaulieu et al. 

There is disclosed in Kraan a beverage making device, comprising: a brewing 
chamber 24 for enclosing a pad containing a substance for brewing, the brewing 
chamber having an upper wall 34 with one or more holes through which heated water 
can enter the brewing chamber, the upper wall being pivotable from a horizontal 
brewing position to an open position, wherein the upper wall is provided with a plurality 
of protrusions, the protrusions being generally circular in diameter, having substantially 
straight side walls at the point of which they contact the upper wall, and a removable 
part 4. 
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Beaulieu discloses protrusions 178 on an upper wall 40 of a brewing chamber, 
the protrusions coming in contact with a pad or cartridge within the brewing chamber 
and having a surface furthest from the upper wall which is substantially straight. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the protrusion 
surfaces of Kraan that contact the pad, with that taught in Beaulieu, and form them 
substantially straight, in order to increase the surface area of the protrusions which 
contacts the pad. 

Kraan discloses the claimed invention except for the recited protrusion heights, 
diameters and distance therebetween. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to construct the protrusions at the claimed sizes, since it has been held that 
discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in 
the art. 

Additionally, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to construct 
the protrusions of the claimed height and distance therebetween, since applicant has 
not disclosed that such heights and distances solves any stated problem or is for any 
particular purpose and it appears that the invention would perform equally well with that 
disclosed in Kraan. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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The newly submitted subject matter involving the pattern of the protrusions on 
the upper wall of the brew chamber is not clear. Thus, the claims, as best understood, 
appear to read on the prior art as presented in the previous office action.

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
